SUBJECT: Human Rights Information Requests 


The FOWG Human Rights presentation system may be breaking 
down. Before sending a cable in on this I want to probe- 
further. If the matter is not resolved satisfactorily 
in the next week or so maybe we should generate interest 
in the Secretary's raising this with Foreign Minister 
Montes during his visit: 

During my last meeting with Flores, Acting Head of the 
FOWG, he indicated that it would be four to six weeks 
before^ the Foreign Office/Ministry of Interior would be 
able to reply to the cases presented. I indicated that 
this delay was troublesome as the majority of the cases 
being submitted came from Congressional offices and long 
delays might be regarded as being non-responsive . Flores 
gave the stock reply that the Foreign Office would try to 
respond as soon as possible; however they were under 
instructions to give priority to cases presented by the 
Interamerican Commission on Human Rights and to the UN 
Commission on Human Rights. 


In reviewing the list of cases we have pending with the 
FOWG (attached) we discover we have not had a systematic 
reply to our requests since November 1976. For the most, 
part, what we have received from the FOWG are replies 
which make the GOA look good. For example, when we 
presented the cases of detained priests; we quickly learned 
that there were serious charges against them. 
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In another, on a person who was believed disappeared, we 
were promptly told was being held under PEN in Cdrdoba. 

It appears as if we are getting selective information from 
the FOWG. 

Next point- -for the system to work, we must provide Cedula 
numbers or date of birth information, etc. This is very 
important. As you know, identification numbers are more 
important here than a person's name. We must try to give 
identity numbers and as much additional information as we 
can. The FOWG has rejected several cases, in which we only 
had the name and the date of disappearance as being un- 
processable in their system. 

And another point- -the Embassy was asked to pass along the 
attached letter from Miss Lucia Berardo to Pat Derian. The 
case is a sad classic of its genre. It is interesting to 
note that the Fonoff has made a formal reply to the Inter- 
american Commission on Human Rights regarding the case, 
while our requests from November remain pending. 

My recommendation is that in addition to forwarding cases 
to the Embassy for presentation to the FOWG, we encourage 
U.S. citizens, HR groups, and members of Congress also to 
present their cases to the Interamerican Commission on 
Human Rights. From the cable traffic it appears that there 
is going to be an expansion of the budget and staff of the 
Commission to handle their increasing workload. 

As we see the Argentine Government giving the OAS priority, 
we should utilize this channel to bring U.S. interest 
cases to the attention of the GOA.* Fonoff Undersecretary 
Allara and FOWG Head Arlia will be in New York for the U.N. 
anti- terrorism debate and then in D.C. for meetings with 
the Interamerican Human Rights Commission. We would be 
very interested in a report on their OAS meetings. 

One of the U.S. interest families saw their son's file at 
the Ministry of the Interior. They were very pleased to 
note that each time in the past that the Embassy had gone 
in to the Foreign Office on the case, that fact was noted 
in the Ministry of Interior. We are at least leaving 
footprints. I hope that they may help someone.

The 
letter which I enclose is a copy.

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ROUGH TRANSLATION 


Buenos Aires, October 25, 1977 


Exec. Secretary

Washington 


I acknowledge receipt of your letters dated 10-5-77 and' 10-14-77, received 
yesterday. I see that the Government of my country continues denying it 
knows the whereabouts of my borther, Amado Berardo, as it has done on the 
eleven Habeas Corpus petitions presented in the last 15 months. I still 
am ■waiting for an answer to my petition to the Camara Nacional de Apela- 
ciones en lo Criminal y Correceional of August 29, 1977. In this same 
situation are thousand of other families. 

As to other data it is difficult to know as my brother was abducted in 
the street without known witnesses. A month later we received four 
unknown telephone calls : 

1st call ; "Your brother was arrested by the Police in Canning street 
between Murillo and Corrientes (Capital Federal) at 04:30 pm. (Saturday 
7-17-76): he was lodged in Coordinacion Federal until Tuesday July 20, 
1976. Then he was transferred to the Regimiento Patricios in Palermo 
and from there to an "unknown place" ." 

2nd call : "Your brother is in Canuelas (Prov. of Buenos Aires).’* 

When we went to this place we found a police station, but in their 
prisoner 'list was not his name. ( I wiEh to add that there are many big 
"estancias" owned by the government people, and it is general commentary 
that there are big "Campos de Concentracion" (Concentration camps) 
where the " disappeareds are placed.) 

3rd call ; " Your brother is in a Concentration Camp far away (Santa 
Cruz-Tierra del Fuego-Rio Negro-Chubut-Neuquen — In which province 
is he? In all of them there are jails of "bad reputation" . Can we call 
this civilized humanity? and "Concentration camps! )' 

4th call ; "Your brother is listed in the SIDE as an "Acti vista" since 
1972 denounced by a police called Sra. de Salomon alias TOTI." 


Other data which speaks of my brother' s detention by the Joiat^Forces 
are the following: In the last day of October 1974 our homef"^ 

was searched at 22:00 by the Police- seven persons 3 with uniform- I was 
alone. When they left they met my brother at the door and took him. This 
time he returned, but was threaten "the next time it. will not be so easy".

The next search was on June 21, 1976; we were threatened and they took 
the copy of the act of the anterior seach. They did not arrest this 

time my brother, but only one month later we was abducted in the street. 
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I asked for help at his work place - Banco Popular Argentino (Florida 
and Cangallo)- the lawyers of that ban'-: inquired and I was told "we do 
not know here he is, but his personal file has been withdrawn and we 

therefore think it has been done by the Police " This data 

gives us the "pauta" (feeling) that my brother "alive or death " is in 
government hands. Therefore please do not stop looking for him, due 
to the actual situation of our country, so it was during the Constitutional 
Government and only now it has become worse; the problem exhists already 
since 30 years ago and it will not become better if you are not firm and 
send Commissions to investigate the hundred of cases as follows: 

a) destroyed fomes, burned, ransacked, many of themas to four desappeared, 
detained or killed from 100 to 12 years old, and babies offered in 
adoption, taken from pregnant women in jail. 

b) shootings, hundred of multilated corpes, drowned in rivers, thrown 
into the ocean, and in deserted places from planes, hurried in common 
graves, abandoned in road sides, published in newspapers but without 
edintification, burned in foundry's so" that nothing is left". 

c) the famous torture houses, which are a nightmare for all the people. 

It will be difficult if we try to defeat the bad faith, the twisted 
intentions, but without this there will never be peace, it will be the 
end cf the Commission you compose with exemplary zeal and dedication. 

The abuse of temporary power is a challange to God's anger and if we 
do not stop them punishment will also fall on us. No door no other 
way to stop these deparivities should be left untried.
